Anti-Smith Group Now Trying

Washington—Evidence begins to ac- 


cumulate that the sponsors of the Al 
Smith boom are not going to be per- 
mitted to have things their own way 
in many states. In other words, the 
anti-Smith Democrats arc beginning 
to realize that they have a fight on 
their hands and that unless they put 
up a struggle even at this early date 
there is a chance of losing delegates 
on the ground that groups and fac 
lions controlling said delegates would 
pledge in advance. 


The movement to eliminate both Me 


Adoo and Smith which has appeared 
in some quarters is really the first 
step In a program which has for its 
object a harmonious party but which 
has been received as simply- an anti- 
Smith maneuver. The situation is al 
most the reverse'of what is was early 
in 1924, when the McAdoo men wee 
claiming a majority of the delegates 
and -when the Smith contingent was 
privately declaring that 
they had 


more than the necessary one-third to 
block the nomination of McAdoo. It is 
the anti-Smith groups which now are 
gathering together in an effort to con- 
trol more than one-third of the dele- 
gates. 


CONFLICTING REPORTS 


The Smith boom has been growing 


in the east, but there are .conflicting 
xeports about its progress in the "south 
and almost no affirmative developments 
in the west on which to base an esti 
mate of Al Smith's progress there.- 


It is significant that talk of dropping 


the two-thirds rule has recently been 
diminished. 
The movement, which 


arose very largely through the Mc- 
Adoo men, is now likely to be abandon 
ed because the latter may find it 
necessary to use the two-thirds rule 
to prevent the nomination of Al Smith 
and to force the naming of a com- 
promise candidate who is dry, or at 
least not conspicuously wet. 


The fact that compromise talk Is 


emanating from democratic leaders 
who are known to have favored the 
nomination of McAdoo last time is 
taken to mean that they again 
arc 


preparing a deadlock unless some 
one other than McAdoo or Smith is 
named. 


CONSIDER PSYCHOLOGY 


All this, however, does not take in- 


to account convention psychology. It 
is rare that a candidate who passes 
the majority line is not given the two- 
thirds. The McAdoo leaders in 1924 
had several pledges of state delega- 
tions which would have gone over to 
the McAdoo standard once the major- 
ity had been obtained. Champ Clark's 
failure to get two thirds even though 
he had a majority was about the only 
important exception to the rule. The 
Smith backers are assuming that if 
they can show constant gains between 
now and the convention, they will be 
able to set a majority. 


.The Anti-Saloon League has let it 


be known that there are at least six 
Democrats who meet the test of the 
league on the prohibition issue and it 
is generally assumed here that/ the 
league will become a much more ac- 
tive factor in trying to prevent the 
nomiantion of Al Smith than any oth- 
er single influence.

READ WIDOW'S 
CONFESSION IN 
SNYDER TRIAL 


Enlisted Aid of Lover Because 


Husband Threatened Her, 


Statement Says 


Queens-co Courthouse, X. 
Y.—UP) 


—Mrs. Ruth Snjder enlisted the aid of 
her lover, Henry Judd Gray, to kill her 
husband because the 
husband had 


threatened her and she feared for her 
life, according to her confession read 
in court Tuesday. 


The grewsome details of the confes- 


sion were recounted on the stand 
Tuesday by George (V. McLaughlin, 
former police commissioners „ . ^.-> , 


Called as a state witness at the mur- 


der trial of Gray and Mrs. Snyder, 
McLaughlin related the stories told by 
the two, which he s>aid were similar, 
except 
that the woman disavowed 


striking her husband, while Gray 
claimed she struck him with a sash 
weight. 


McLaughlin related a conversation 


he bad with Mrs. Snydcr as she lay in 
bed the day her husband was killed. 
He said she told him of returning from 
a card party, of being seized by a man 
with a black moustache and of faint- 
ing. Later with a handkerchief to her 
eyes, she stated, he said, that she had 
not been telling the truth and wanted 
to confess. 


IDENTIFIES GRAY 


"When I handed 
her a slip on 


which was written the name of Gray." 
he said, "she said 'that is the man. Has 
he confessed?'" She then told him. 
McLaughlin said, of her intimacy with 
Gray. 


He quoted her as saying she had 


told Gray of her domestic troubles and 
they had decided "the only way out 
was to get rid of Snyder." McLaughlin 
then told how Mrs. Snyder told «Un 
that Gray went in and struck Snyder, 
while she stayed in the hall watching 
him. Later they worked together to 
make it appear a robbery had been 
committed. 


McLaughlin then told of being in- 


troduced to Gray in the district attor- 
ney's office. 
He said Gray told him 


Mrs. Snyder had attempted to take her 
husband's life half a dozen times be- 
fore he decided to help her. Gray was 
then quoted as saying1 when he struck 
Snyder the victim grabbed him and lit 
dropped the sash weight. Mrs. Snyder 
picked it up, he was quoted as saying.; 
and beat her husband until he lay 
still. From that point on, the confes- 
sions of Gray and Mrs. Snydcr wcrc_ 
the same. McLaughlin was not cross-j 
examined.

Coolidge Outlines Policy Of Peace 


With Protection For All Citizens 


Disapproves Senate Stand on 


Arbitration in Mexico — 
Against imperialism 


New York—UP)—A foreign policy de 


voted to the protection of American 
citizens and the maintenance of peace 
was outlined Monday night by Presi 
dent Coolidgc as in keeping with the 
new position in the world in which he 
pictured the United States. 


Speaking before the dinner of the 


United Pre&s associations, commemor 
ating the twentieth anniversary of 
that organization, Mr. Coolidge discus 
sed at length the problems involving 
thh> government in Mexico, Nicaragua 
and China. 


The president disapproved the pro> 


posal of the senate for arbitration 
with Mexico of the dispute growing 
out of that nation's oil and land laws 
and forecast an amicable adjubtment 
of this situation on the basis of a re- 
cent conference he had with the McxL 
can ambassador. 


He revealed that Ambassador Tcllez 


recently brought word from Mexico 
City that American property would 
not be confiscated by the Mexican 
government. 
i"I am glad to report," Air. Coolidge 


said, "that the Mexican 
ambassador 


has recently declared to me that he 
does not intend to confiscate our prop- 
erty, that she has shown diligence in 
capturing and punishing those who 
have murdered our citizens, and ex- 
pressed the wish, which we so thor 
oughly entertain, of keeping cordial 
and friendly relations.

Washington —UP)— President Coo- 


Hdge's conviction that the oil 
and 


land controversy with Mexico is cap- 
able of amicable adjustment was re- 
garded in official circles at the capital 
Tuesday as an encouraging factor in 
the long standing dispute between the 
Washington government and its sister 
republic. 


The statemet by Mr. Coolidge at 


the dinner of the United Press asso- 
ciations Monday night that he had re- 
ceived assurances from the Mexican 
ambassador that Mexico does not pro- 
pose the 
confiscation of American 


property was received with gratifica- 
tion. Tho added as-sertion, however, 
of the president that the "Washington 
government 
feels 
that Mexico "is 


threatening" to disregard the cardinal 
principle that private property must 
not be taken without fair compensa- 
tion prompted considerable discus- 
sion. 


The president's discussion of Mexi- 


can problems aroused deep interest 
and it was felt that a hopeful element 
had been injected into the diplomacy 
of the two countries. The chief ob- 
stacle in the exchanges with the re- 
public to the south, as President Coo- 
lidge presented it, is that Mexico seems 
insitent on enforcing laws and regu- 
lations which the "Washington govern- 
ment believes threatens American 
property. This trouble can be hand- 
led best through diplomatic channels, 
the president declared, and not by 
arbitration, because "very likely Mex- 
ico would feel that the right to make 
a constitution and pass laws is a 
privilege of her sovereignty."

Tells Luncheon Clubs 'That 


Football Is a Preparation 
for Life

the best training for life as well as for 
football, Coach Glenn Thi.stlcthwnitc of 
the University of Wisconsin said in 
an address to members of the Lions. 
Kiwanis and Rotary clubs at the Con- 
way hotel Monday noon. Only a few 
get glory and honor from the same 
but there arc many others who are 
there to play game after game and are 
prepared to do their own work in life 
through the training received in these 
games. The player's name may not be 
upon the program, but he probably is 
the man depended on for the drop- 
kick to win the- game, the coach said. 
, Re told of an Army and Xavy came 
in New York city two years ago In 
which a No. "32" player was particu- 
larly noticeable for his perfect form in 
making drop-kicks. He looked for his 
name and found it was not listed. Yet 
he was the man who won for the army 
team in the third quarter. 


Many say there is too much glory 


attached to the game for the players' 
good. But Thistlethwaite did not agree 
with this, in" the first place because- 
relatively few set honor and glory and 
in the second place, he challenged his 
audience to show him many players 
who had been spoiled by glory. 


"We want our boys to learn not a 


soft life but to buck up against keen 
competition," the speaker continued. 
Boys should be trained to make ad-

Many objections have been made to 
football. At one time people said it was 
too rough a game but the coaches 
changed the rules and improved their 
methods of coaching. Thus by making 
the game more open it 'became more 
popular, and 
then the 
critics said 


there was danger of the crowds of 
spectators being hurt. But the univer- 
sity coach challenged anyone to tell 
him of any spectators at a football 
game who had ever been hurt except 
when grandstands fell or something 
happened entirely outside of the game 
itself. 


American colleges and universities 


need more coaches of the type of Mark 
Catlin, the Badger mentor said. Cat- 
lin'a men at Lawrence do need heavy 
shoulder pads and headgear when they 
play football; Thistlethwaite said he 
understood.

Legume inoculation is what Bald- 


win has found of especial, interest for

Experiments 
he 
has 


made show that for the state of Wis- 
consin alone 
inoculation 
of alfalfa, 


among- the legume crops, would save 
that state more than $4.000,000 a year 
at a cost of about $25,000. 


Little nodules of bacteria inoculated 


into this growing crop take in the free 
nitrogen ot the air, which thp. plants 
themselves cannot use directly, and 
turn it into the nitrates that are so 
useful, to plant growth. For this the 
bacteria take the sugar that tl»c leg- 
umes have converted within 
their 


leaves. 


By this simple trad.e of sugar for ni- 


trates, the bacteria prosper and the 
legume plants grow more 
healthily. 


Thus .Baldwin found, the additional 
nitrogen "fertilizer gained by bacteria 
inoculation, increased the- protein from 
227.5 pounds in a ton of hay to SOS 
pounds. At five cents a pound the in- 
creased 
protein value is $1.37 a ton. 


With an alfalfa crop of some 30.000.- 


000 tons a year, the country would ex- 
perienced quite a saving, in that legume 
alone. 


BUCK GIANT CHICKS 


ON REFORMATORY FARM 


Green Bay —The Wisconsin State 


ncformatory recently purchased 600 
chicks and hatched 240 more. Two in- 
cubators arc due to hatch out this 
week. The reformatory ordered and 
has on liand a number of Black Giant 
chicks. The full grown birds of this 
variety when dressed arc said to weigh 
in tho" neighborhood of twelve pounds 
each. Reformatory chicks arc fed the 
regular ration recommended by the 
college of agriculture. University of 
Wisconsin which consists of 
300 


pounds of yellow corn meal. 70 pounds 
of middlings. 1 pound of salt. 2 pounds 
ground l»nc meal. ~ pounds of chick 
. e oyster shells. 1 quart of cod liver 
oil thoroughly mixed in alfalfa chaff. 
This ration is before the chicks all the 
time and also a supply of skim milk, 
-ind water. The chicfcs.on hand now 
often drink a ten gallon can of skim 
milk in a forenoon. 


FEW REACTORS IN 


The average acre, yield in 1926, and 
'or several years prex-ious " has been 
higher than for any other states. 


"Farmers in the lakeshore counties 


are expected to increase considerably 
the flax acreage during 1927. These 
sections of the state arc particularly 
adapted to the crop. In addition, flax 
fills a pronounced need for a cash 
crop, and can be grown without an ex- 
cessive amount" of labor. 


SHOULD SEED EARLY 


"Flax should be seeded early, just a 


little later than bats. Three pecks to 
the acre should be used. In sections 
where wilt is causing no damage, com- 
mon flax seed of good 
quality . and 


good germination may.be used. Wher- 
ever wilt has appeared, varieties which 
are resistant to the disease should be 
used, such as the Winona, Red Win 
t,inota *and North Dakota. Keed of 
these varieties can be obtained from 
sc«d dealers or from growers. Partic- 
ulars as to sources of seed wilt be sup- 
p5icd on request by the experiment 
pl.-t.tion at Madison. 


"If there is any question about the 


cond.-tion of th> seed, a germination 
test should be made. This can be done 
by counting out 100 seeds; place be- 
tween thoroughly moistened sheets of 
newspaper: roll like a cigar; tie the 
roll at either end with strings; place 
in a half gallon fruit jar; put the lid 
on tightly, and leave for seven days 
Place the jar in any reasonably warm 
place in.the kitchen or in a furnace 
room. No additional water 
is needed 


and none should be used.

Shifting of Commodities on 


Dairy Farm Gains Nothing, 
Commissioner Says 
Madison—Wj— Dairying communi- 


ties were advised Saturday by Edward 
Xordman. state commissioner of mar- 
kets, to stick-to one line of dairy pro- 
c-acts production. In a statement he 
said: 


"The dairy community that shifts 


markets from one commodity to an- 
other in the hope of getting increas 
returns thereby finds almost invaribly 
that r.othing has been gained by such 
shifting. The fact is that competition 
in. the dairy business is so keen that 
prices for milk and its products do 
not vary greatly in different sections 
of the state. It hr.s been proven time 
an-1 a^ain that if one community s°ts 
a higher than average price for its 
milk, such community has been re- 
quired to add to its cost of production 
in about the same proportion and that 
net returns to such community have 
not in the long run been increased. 


"This is written because informa- 


tion has come to the office ot the De- 
partment of Markets that cheese fac- 
tories and creamery sections are being 
canvassed by manufacturers of other 
dairy products for milk to supply them 
with the raw material for plants which 
arc to be located in such sections. Ev- 
ery community will, of course decide 
for itself whether anything is to be 
gained by making the change. How- 
ever, no harm will be done in pointing 
out that the average community will 
do better by sticking to one commo- 
dity, perfecting the manufacture of it 
and gaining a reputation for quality 
production. Or stating it in another 
way. it can be said, that the price 
which a farmer gets for his milk, oth- 
er things Iwni: equal, is more a mat- 
ter of management on his farm and 
in the plant that he delivers his milk- 
to than it is of the kind of a product 
that his milk is made up into."

De Pere Farmer Finds Com- 


petition Limited and Large 
Demand for Grains

De Perc—Henry J. Rotters, route 3, 


has been raising pedigreed barley the- 
last 12 years, and pedigreed corn and 
other farm-products for 6 years. 
In 


the last analysis, a farmer is guided 
in the selection ot poultry, animals, 
grains and vegetable by the profit in 
sight. As soon as the grade he chooses 
fails to yield the profit he expects, he 
usually is ready to try some other 
grade. 
Mr. Rotters had been raising 


grain for some time that was not pro- 
ducing all the profit he thought he 
ought to have and so changed to rais- 
ing the very best lie could buy. Of 
the change, he said, "Pedigreed grain- 
raising pays better than raising scrub 
grain because the grower 
of good 


grain Is reasonably sure of a big yield, 
limited competition, big demand, big 
prices and much larger profits than 
the grower of ordinary grains can 
command. 


Mr. - Koffers planted pedigreed seed 


corn in 1925. It grew and ripened and 
was harvested before the killing frost 
and yielded 90 bushels of good corn to 
the acre. Of this crop, he sold 150 
bushels of seed corn at from ?7 to 
$7.50 a bushel and could have sold 
twice 'as much more if he had it. If 
he had raised ordinary corn, his crop 
would have failed to ripen, would have 
yielded less and if cured would have 
brought SO cents a bushel at the most. 
Mr. KofCers has sold seed corn this 
spring as far west as Idaho and as fa^- 
east as Xcw Hampshire. 


CAN EXHIBIT SEEDS 


Another source of profit and satis- 


foction open to the grower of pedi- 
greed grain and closed to growers of 
other kinds are city, county, state and 
national grain shows. 
Mr. Koffers 


has exhibited his grains at a number 
of these'shows each year and has been 
awarded several hundred premiums in 
recognition of the high grade of his 
products. For instance, he was award- 
ed sweepstakes in the annual grain 
show of the Wisconsin Agricultural 
Experiment station, on barley each of 
five successive years beginning with 
1920, 
and was honorary exhibitor at 


the same grain show for a number of 
years. 


The barley exhibits of Mr. Roffcrs 


at the Brown-co fair were always 
awarded first place, with the exception 
of 192C, when he did not make an cx- 
i hibit because wet weather at harvest 
time threw his barley of color. 
His 


exhibit of oats at the local fair has 
drawn a large • number of awards 
throughout a term of years. In 192C, 
Mr. Koffers showed 50 cars of corn 
at the state grain show and was 
awarded second premium, 10 cars at 
the 
local county fair and got first 


premium, and he took first premiums 
en displays of 10 ears and 50 ears at 
the county grain show. He also took 
first premium on displays 
of ruta- 


bagas at the county fair four years in 
succession. 


If his fields need fertilizer, Mr. Rof- 


fcrs uses manure. If he.is short in 
this kind of fertilizer, he uses the com- 
mercial fertilizer 2-12-2 on corn 
and 


.other grains. He has in the past 
.broadcasted commercial fertilizer by 
hand but this year he intends to 
spread it with an attachment on his 
drill. 


CURES IN BUILDING 


For curing seed corn, Mr. Koffers 


uses the upper story of a building 20 
feet by 30 feet, filled with racks, as a 
kiln and the lower story as a furnace 
room. With 
this equipment, two 


weeks are required for curing pur- 
poses. Xcxt year. Mr. Koffers expects 
to install, a. new, modern equipment 
for curing .sect! corn which is to con- 
sist of large hopper or bins through 
which from above and below hot blasts 
will be forced for 72 hours when the 
curing will be complete. 


CLUBS INSPIRE HIM 


Mr. Koffers got his inspiration to 


change from the work that boys' and 
girls' clubs were doing in his vicinity 
and on his farm. These clubs con- 
sisted of calf clubs, pig clubs, poultry 
clubs, vegetable clubs and grain clubs. 
Their members were pupils in the East 
River school. They were organized 
and sui»crviscd by the teacher, Isabcllc 
Campbell, who was assisted in the 
work by J. X. Kavanaugh. county 
agent of Brown-co. Not content with 
teaching the club members the theory 
of raising grain, vegetables, a calf or 
a pip. she went into the gardens, fields 
and barns to see that they did the 
work assigned in a way that would 
meet her approval and that they pot 
worth-while practical experience.

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THE FESS FARM BILL - 


W-ce extension of the cooperative 


marketing principle \\ ith a fund of S200.- 
OCO.OXi is the plan of farm relief proposed 
by.Senator Simeon D. Fess. after a con- 
ference with President Coolidge. who is 
understood to have looked with favor on 
its introduction at the next session of con- 
srress. The Fess plan is somewhat similar 
to the Curtis-Crisp bill, which had the 
sucoort of the administration but which 
was defeated by both houses of congress. 
There are reports of an understanding 
with Senator McXary for a compromise 
bill. 


This "presuming" where the president 


stands on all the various farm relief mea- 
sures is precarious business, however. Xo 
one really knows what he is thinking 
about them. If he has decided upon a plan 
certainlv nobody knows it yet. It has 
been freely predicted that a plan of farm 
relief would be introduced in the next 
congress which would get at the whole 
agricultural problem by means of credit. 


Proponents of this plan hold that it is 


the immediate readiness of sonic agency 
to buy a crop at the moment of distress 
which keeps a price from falling and that 
such an agency inust have funds to back 
up its decisions, which is a reasonable 
view. Such a plan would do away with 
the objection raised by the president 
against putting the government into price 
fixing and crop buying business, although 
he favors the same procedure if it could 
be undertaken by a private corporation, 
even with funds borrowed from the gov- 
ernment. 


If the Fess plan follows this idea with- 


in certain limits, it should consolidate 
enough backing to enable its passage by 
congress. It is quite certain that the per- 
fect plan is yet to be devised and it may 
be a long time before it is. Meanwhile let 
us find some workable temporary plan 
that will do the work so that the tense ag- 
ricultural situation can be remedied.

[time :>he lott the knack of Jiavins: biweekly mi- 
graine debauches, suffering only three or four seiz- 
ures in the whole course of the reduction regimen 
and these not severe enough to put her in bed.

Waj-iunston. D. C. — The C;ill of the 


Camps! This is heard by thousands of 
younsj men at this season, particularly 
when the flowers have burst forth so 
suddenly and the warm sunshine has 
given a balmy, springlike tinge to 
what " is generally 
blustery 
March 


weather. There arc of course thous- 
ands of Americans planning private 
camping trips and beginning to as- 
semble their equipment. Camps which 
are growing yearly m popularity and 
which have the endorsement of those 
in all walks of life, however, are the 
C1ITC camps of the \Var Department. 


The first Citizens' Military Training 


Camps were held in the summer of 
1921 when there were twelve of them. 
This year it is planned to have fifty 
three camps. The number of candi- 
dates trained has increased in the 
same fashion. In 1921 the 
number 


was 10,299; in 1922. 22,119: 1923. 24,453; 
1924, 34.0S2: 1925. 35,914.; and 1926, 34,- 
194. This year the minimum quota, to 
be trained is 35,000. 


"While the first of these camps was 


not authorized until 1920, they are the 
direct outgrowth of the 
Plattsburg 


Movement. In 1913 Major 
General 


Wood, then Chief of Staff of the Army 
established training camps at Gettys- 
burg, Pennsylvania, and at the Presid- 
io of Monterey. California. The pres- 
idents of .several of the leading uni- 
versities of the country 
cooperated 


with General Wood and the personnel 
of these first camps was composed 
principally of college men. From year 
to year the idea spread until the 
first business men's camp was held 
at Piattsburg in 1915. The Military 
Training 
Camps 
Association 
was

One of the ideas behind the move- 


ment is that the manhood of the nation 
may be developed by 
bringing to- 


gether young men of different types 
both native and foreign-born, from all 
sections of the country, on a com- 
mon baslb of equality and under the 
most favorable conditions of outdoor 
life. Roosevelt once said that "the mil- 
itary tent_ where boys sleep side by side 
will rank" next to the public school 
among the great agents ot Democ- 
racy." 


Er.ch year more boys have applied 


for entrance to these camps than it 
was possible to accept owing to the 
lack of space. While the training re- 
ceived at the camps teaches the priv- 
ileges, duties and responsibilities of 
American citizenship, perhaps one of 
the greatest drawing cards to the boys 
themselves has been the opportunity 
to take part in sports and_athletics. 


The War Department has adopted 


the standard physical tests prepared 
by the National 
Amateur Athletic 


Federation. Up until 1925 this measure 
of physical fitness was applied to ev- 
ery trainee, but at that time it was 
decided not to make it - compulsory. 
However, every boy and man in the 
camps was encouraged to take part in 
some form of athletics. 


These tests are so standardized that 


they give an accurate gauge on the 
all-round athletic ability and muscu- 
lar coordination of every youth of 
whatever age. They consist of four 
events— the 100-yard dash, running 
broad jump, running high jump, and 
bar vault. They require that the can- 
didate run 100 yards in a certain time 
limit, clear a certain distance in the 
running broad jump, clear a bar at .1 
specified height in the running high 
jump, and go over the bar in the bar 
vault at a specified height 


These limits are set according to 


the age of the boy. For instance, a boy

The four courses given 
are the basic, the red, the white, and 
the blue. The basic course has a min- 
imum of military training and a max- 
imum of athletic, and recreational ac- 
tivities. A boy need not have had any 
previous military training in order 
to be accepted for the basic course.

A young man who has 
completed 


the basic course selects the branch o) 
service in which he desires training 
for the next three summers.,He must 
do this before he enters the red camp" 
He may select infantry, cavalry, field 
artillery, coast artillery, signal corps 
or engineers. Attendance at one or 
more of the 
basic, red and white 


courses does not constitute any con- 
tract, expressed or implied, for furth- 
er military service. A graduate of the 
blue course, however, may be rec- 
ommended for commission as seconc 
lieutenant in the 
Officers' Reserve 


Corps. 


Before an applicant will be acceptec 


he must have had a preliminary phys 
Seal examination and must have been 
inoculated against typhoid and para- 
typhoid as well as vaccinated against 
smallpox. Certificates showing tha 
the applicant has been inoculated am 
vaccinated within the past three years 
will be accepted at the CMTC offices 
Parents need feel no anxiety about the 
physical welfare of their boys since 
health is a paramount consideration 
and the young men attending th' 
camps are given the best of care. 


The transportation of all accented 


applicants both to and from the camp 
is paid'by the Government. Although 
it is preferred that the men pay the: 
own fares and be reimbursed upon tlv 
arrival at the camp, if this is not con 
venient, government 
transportation 


request will be issued to them. The> 
arc presented to their local station 
agents and railroad tickets according^ 
issued.

The story of 
Queen Mary's secret marriage to 
her cousin Lord Darnly, his mys- 
terious murder and her subsequent 
alliance, with the crafty and vici- 
ous Earl of Eothwell, is an old 
one, but apparently none of the ro- 
mance and tragedy in the rotell- 
inss. The dramatic events in the 
life of Mary Stuart have furnish- 
ed probably more material for 
poems, plays memories and bio- 
graphies than the life of any other 
royal personage. 
Intrigue and 


fear among those who surrounded 
her, made Queen Mary's life at all 
time precarious. Her lovers be- 
trayed her, and no one dared be 
her friend. 
Mary, Queen of Scots, to Bothwell 
Being gone from the place where I 


have left my heart, it may easily be 
judged what my" countenance 
was

CHEN'S REPLY SATISFACTORY 
The recent reply of Eugene Chen 


Cantonese foreign minister, to the pro- 
test of the United States and allied 
governments over the attacks at 
Nanking was described as "concilia- 
tory in tone and to a certain degree 
responsive, leaving the final disposi- 
tion of the issue a matter for further 
consideration by our government." 


Devoting most attention to Mexico, 


Mr. Coolidge reiterated that the main 
problem there was the question of con- 
fiscation of property.

"The admission of our citizens with- 


in their territory is a voluntary act of 
foreign governments. It is a tacit in- 
vitation. When we permit foreigners 
to come here, and when other coun- 
tries admit our'citizens, \rc know and 
they know that such aliens come and 
go not.only under the rights and du 
tics imposed by international law. 
There is nothing unfair, nothing im- 
perialistic, in this principle. It has 
been universally adopted and recogniz- 
ed as right and just and is the only 
reasonable method by which enlight- 
ened humanity can safeguard friendly 
intercourse among the citizens of dif- 
ferent nations.
